We 
can appreciate the Coun- 
cil’s desire to minimise the! 
risk of nuisance to the re- 
sidential area and we can 
assure the Council that no 
industry will be accepted 
on our land south of the 
railway line which would 
be likely to cause nuisance 
to the residential areas ad- 
joining or to its more im- 
mediate industrial neigh- 
bours on the Estate.

The workmen plugged the 
“bore mouth” but it was 
not a success and the com- 
pany moved over to Altona 
— and sunk a shaft at the 
East end of the big swamp 
and close to Isaac Haw- 
kin’s house... “The swamp 
mentioned here is the one 
west of Maidstone Street 
and Isaac Hawkin’s house 
is believed to be the Home- 
stead.

came troublesome. Hasie’s 
Company sank — another 
shaft and more coal was 
discovered and taken out.

The men 
were lucky to escape from 
the mine with their lives. 


This setback was too 


much for Hosie. Having al-!

Mr. James Sives 
Hosie died in March 1900.

STEAM 
LOCOMOTIVE 


From July 1895 to at least 
March 1896 a steam {foco- 
motive, No, 528, on loan to 
the ‘Altona Bay Estates Co. 
Ltd." worked trains on the 
Altona Line. 


There had been no regu- 
lar passenger service on 


the line since 1890, so this; 


would suggest that a coal 
mine was working at this 
period. At that time, Ho- 
sie was chief shareholder of 
the Allona Bay Estates and 
is credited with operating 
two mines in Altona. This 
was probably the period 
when his second mine was 
working (1895-96).

and several associated 
buildings still remained. A 
10’ x 12' wooden shaft on 
a raised mound was  sur- 
rounded by a barbed wire 
fence. This shaft  con- 
tained water which some- 
times overflowed down a 
channel into the swamp 
west of the shaft. About 
twelve feet south-east stood 
a building 20’ x 10’ — its 
purpose is unknown. About 


fifty feet south of the 
shaft was a double storey 
galvanised iron building 


with gabled roof about 25° 
to_30° off the ground. 

The iron sheets had been 
stripped from the lower 
storey exposing, inside the 
building, steam engine 
blocks, foundations, pumps, 
etc. This building was 
about 38’ x 28’ and the lo- 
cals referred to it as ‘Windy 
sue 


Approximately 150° south 
and 30’ west of the shaft 
was a 100° x 45’ pond about 
six to seven feet deep. Its 
sloped sides were lined 
with bluestone blocks .and 
cement. The pond contained 
very. little water, its pur- 
pose being possibly to sup- 
ply water to the boiler (s) 
of the mine. 

Apparently a railway ran 
from Altona the mine 
but in 1918, according to 
residents, it was in a bad 
state of repair. Most of. the 
line is said to have | dis- 
appeared by 1930. 

The mine remains have 
vanished over the years so 
that very little is left to- 
day. It was in the vici- 
nity of Wren Street, Altona 
West. (Location marked on 
map in display).

After establishing a new 
Canberra to Melbourne re- 
cord, Vie Browne =-is' —arxi- 
ous to extend even further 
his extensive cycling record 
achievements. 

On September 10-11, he! 
will aspire to another world 
cycling unpaced record 
event. The course from 
Millicent in South Australia 
to Lakes Entrance, Victoria. 

With slight variations the 
course is similar to that of 
the exising record holder, 
Sir Hubert Opperman. 
The Course: 

_Millicent in South Austra- 
lia_to Lakes Entrance (Vic- 
toria) via Mt. Gambier, 
Warrnambool, Colac, Gee- 
long, Melbourne, Dandenong, 
Warragul, pale, Bairnsdale 
ete. “Oppy’’ used the same 
.Toule highway number 
‘one known as the Princes 
Highway but started at the 
top of Glencoe Hill — he 
rode across Victoria and 
finished outside the Fede- 
ral Store in ‘Lakes En-: 
trance. Browne will start 
from Millicent Post Office 
which is 18% miles west of | 
Glencoe Hill (turn-off) and 
if he can arrive at Lakes 
Entrance within the 24 hour 
limit, he will have broken 
Oppy’s world record by 6% | 
miles. The difference  in- 
eludes the variation between 
the course surveyed today 
and that of 1939, allowing 
for the route to and from
